ch usetts. Michigan, New H am pshire, 
New York, W ashington, West V irgin­ 
ia and W isconsin. 
He conferred with 
President-elect H arding yesterday. 
Butterw orth, in an open letter, to­ 
day attacked the plan of tile railw ay 
brotherhoods, who he said, demanded 
the establishm ent of a national hoard 
of adjustm en t to handle all 
labor 
trou bles instead of individual com ­ 
panies handling their own industrial 
affairs. 
Butterw orth said if 
the 
brother­ 
hoods succeeded 
in

plan, 
it 
would influence all other industries. 
“ The plan of the brotherhood m eans 
the closed shop and union domination 
of all industries alike.” Butterw orth 
said. 
“ This is the m ost vital q u e s­ 
tion fucing m anufacturing and produc­ 
ing in terests of the country today 
and should have im m ediate attention.” 
Butterw orth called a convention of 
the National Conference of the S tate 
M an ufacturers' association to be held 
here Ja n u a ry 12. 
The conference will 
be in protest of the stand taken by the 
brotherhood.
